: FINDINGS OF FACT AND RULINGS OF LAK
At hearing it was establishoed by testimony and exhibits that:

The expiration date of the
contract is clear and for purposes of decertification only, elections may go forwnrd
at anytime thereafter (Case No. F-0112:1, Decision No. 84-21, Supervisory Bargaining
Unit, Local 856, IAFF and Local 856, IALF).
